2. The cited art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not teach the combined limitations set 
forth in each of Applicant's independent claims. It is respectfully noted that the examiner interprets said claims 
as providing at least the capability (pursuant to a Print command) of routing a print operation to either a virtual 
printer, or a physical printer, whichever is available, as disclosed by Applicant's specification, and discussed by 
Applicant in arguments presented 9/29/2005. 

Although the examiner's newly cited references do teach virtual and physical printers, said references 
do not teach any judgement or selection of either virtual or physical printer type, or at best, teach a parallel path 
(printing to both a virtual, then to a physical printer).
